No one of liiR mh- 
ordinatoB knows wliere the cliairnmn in- 
tendeil going, and bnt few r>f those 
about the Carnegie olBce had iuforma- 
tion that h* had gone. 

Mr. Frick was at his office in the 
morning, but Bome time during the day 
he disapiienrcd. He took with him Of- 
ficer McTighe, and it was rejwrted that 
he would be absent for ten dayw at least. 

Secretary Lovejoy said he had no in- 
formation of Mr. Frick'rt movements. 
He had heard, however, that Mr. Frick 
bad gone away for a rest, but he had re- 
ceived no official notu-o of such a move- 
ment. "Mr. Frick hii» thrown his whole 
life into the fight which has just happily 
ended," Mr. Lovejoy said. "He has ex- 
hausted himself, and I have no doubt he 
has gone to sotne (jiiiet resort for a short 
rest. Mr. Frick has just W(jn the great- 
est fit;ht ever wa^fd and he is certainly 
entitled to all the rest liis business will 
allow him. 

"He may have hurried off to the sea- 
shore, or lie may havi- {,'on(> to Ligonier, 
Cresson or some other mountain resort, 
but wherever he is, he has not left Pitts- 
burg through any fear, but Ui get a 
needed rest." 

The report that anarchists arc lookiu 
for Mr. Frick seems to have excited the 
police and the people generally more 
thanitdidMr. Fnck him.self . The subject 
wae lit)erally discussed on the streets 
Saturday, aiid the Pittsburg detectives 
were industrious in their efforts to over- 
take anyone that evi-n 1 nuked like Aaron- 
Htaiiiiu. During the day tv.'o men an 
Bwering the description of the much 
wanted anarchist were stopped on the 
streets by the local detectives, but in 
each case the parties proved their iden- 
tity and were allowed their liberty. 
in a conversation in the jail Saturday 
, Attorney Friedman and Herg- 
1, the latter said he knew of no such 
as Aaronstamm, so much talked 
about recently. "Bergman," eaid Mr. 
Friedman, "seems perfectly at ease. He 
talks freely and intelligently, reads the 
papers every day, and seems as hapjjy as 
a man cfiuld well be under the tamvn 
circumstances." 

Carl Knold, the alleged anarchist, 
was released from jail Satunlay after

SWITCHMEN S TRIKE AT BUFFALO, 

■e<rer*I Aets of I<»wleara«ss aa4l In 

vKiHllarjr Flrce. 

Buffalo, Aug. b'i.— The second day 
of the strike of railroad swithmeu was 
marked with several acts of lawlessness. 
Cars were set loose to run down an in- 
clined trestle, causing a wreck. An in- 
coming train wae boarded by men on 
watch for "scabs," and about fifty men 
were driven from it. Several men were 
assaulted during the day. More trouble 
is feared, and there ai*e rumors that the 
■trike will spread. Altogether the situ- 
ation seems critical. 

At a quarter to 2 yesterday morning 
■omeboay— supposed to be the strikersy- 
■tarted three fires, simultaneously, in 
different parts of the Lehigh Valley 
freight yards at East Buffalo. An alarm 
was sounded and the fire department 
and the entire reserve force of police 
were quickly dispatched to the scene. It 
was a well-planued and well-executed 
plot, as the tires were started where 
fbe cars were thickest; no hydrants from 
which water could be obtained, and at a 
time when the jrarda were deserted. 
Eighteen freight oara, loaded with mer- 
chandise, and two paaaenger ooaohes, 
together with two office biuldinge, ware 
comidetoly deetrOjred. 

A train of fifteen "coal can, which was 
standing on a coal trestle, was started 
down toe incline and oraahed into an en- 
giM at tha bottom, wrecking it and a 



Foor freight trains on the Lehigh 
VaUey were deraUed in the Lehigh Val- 
ley Tarda last night. Eight cars were 
wrecked on the Ene. 

Tha axdtsment caused by the fires and 
wrack had nearly calmed down whan it 
was started anew blithe boarding of the 
Biie train doe at 11:10 a. m., by the 
strikers. The affair happened at the 
William street crossing, where there is 
a junction. As the train stopped a 
nnmbor of men got aboard ana dnr'e 
something over a carload of men from 
thecars^ The sajq^osed "scabs" ran or 
were driven in eTicx dixaotloo. One at 
least was badly hart and removed to 
the hospital. BS» name is Henry 
Schrader. 

When the incomers had been scattered 
^ strikers let the train go on its way. 
n* man who were driven oat ware be- 
llaifad to be a party of men who were 
babig brooght hare to take thastrikers 
places. 

Superintendent Bmnn, of the Erie, on 
being asked about the stoppage of the 
train and the clearing out of the pas 
gers, admitted that the train had been 
stomwd. "They were passengers," he 
said, "and I suppose the strikers had no 
idea they were mm ooning imh to take 
their places." 

Wuleat the hospital Schrader was 
very * anxious that Superintendent 
Brunn, of the Erie, should know of his 
condition, saying he and his meu had 
Wen sent for from New Jersey to take 
the places of the strikers. His injuries 
were not serious, being only a few scalp 
wounds and a badly looked shin.

union, received a telegram last Bi|^t 
from Master Workman Powderly stat- 
ing that fifty non-union meu were on 
their way from Philadelphia to take the 
strikers' places in the Buffalo yards. 

Many switches were turned and to 
avoid (lanRer the engineers of all trains 
were given jntsitive orders to run care- 
fnlly through the Buffalo jaids and 
watch for open switches. 

During the afternoon a train of jterish- 
able goods on the Bnllalo and South- 
western division of the Krie wiia board- 
etl by meu between S^■neca street and 
the Western New York anil Pennsyl- 
vania crossing and the jiiiis pulled from 
every car, stalling the train. It was 
something over an hour before the train 
< Duld be moved into the yards. 

The roads which will probably be tied 
iit> next are the \t \v York ( 'entral and 
West Shore. Action on the question of 
strike on theea roads maj posiiblj be 
taken toda^. 

The strike on tlie Erie and I>ehigli 
Valley lines has e.xtended to Wavcrly 
and Sayre on the Lehigli, and freight 
tiaffic on that line is at a stanstill. A 
train of Ijcef stands on the Erie siding 
tliere, the switchmen refusing to allow 
it to l)e switched to the Lehigh tracks to 
proceed to its destination. The division 
superintendent of the Lehigh has tele- 
graphetl to Owego for the sheriff to 
come to his aid, although the men an 
making no demonstration. Toiiiorniw 
it is expected that the Erie men will alsi 
go out and the traffic all through thfs 
town will be a standstill. The men are 
non-coTnmunicative and their future 
movements are unknown. 

Th»» position of the other railroad men 
towards the strikers is a subject nf rou 
siderable interest. The Switchmen's 
Mutual Aid association, the Brotherhootl 
of Locomotive Engineers, the Brother 
hood of Railwav Trainmen, and the 
Brotherhwjd of 'Railway ('onductors ui 
to a ye;ir ago were in a biKly known a.s 
the Federation of Railway Employes 
( In ac(,'ount of the action of the train- 
men in taking the place of the switch 
men on the Burlington this body was 
jiractically dissolved. This leaves the 
switchmen practically acting alone, but 
as the Brotherhood of Conductors anil 
Brotherhood of Trainmen also hav 
grievances, they have promiseil to join 
the switchmen in their fight. 

The violence of the strikers reached 
its furthest point early yesterday even 
ing when an attempt was made to throw 
a train loaded with passengers into the 
ditch at the Erie yarus in Cneektowaga. 
That there were no serious results in 
loss of life or at least injury to some of 
the passengers is marvelous. Since late 
in the afternoon idl the city-bound pas- 
senger tn^ns were obliged to make the 
run from Lan(*aster to the city over the 
etistem track owing to the blockading 
of the westboujid track bv two loadi'il 
freight trains which had been brounht 
to a standstill by the strikers and left 
disabled on the main track. 

About 9 o'clock the Homellsville ac- 
commodation train No. 17 reached the 
William street station where it was to 
be backed up and take the west-bound 
track to make the remainder of the run 
into the city. Before the train could be 
brought to a stop and while still moving 
at a rate of three or four milee an hour, 
the switch directly opposite the tele- 
graph station was puUea back and the 
train was sent crashing over the tracks 
and sideways. There were four coaches 
on the accommoilation and all were 
crowded with passengers many Af them 
standing on the platforms at tho time. 
The ragine stuck to the track but the 
baggage car was thrown diagonally 
across the space between the main trace 
and the side track into which the switch 
opened. The first coach Iras a way over 
to the side of the baggage car and par- 
tially on the side track. The last two 
coaches did not leave the track and after 
a delay of about half an hour they were 
backed onto the west-boiind track and 
brought into the city. 

The excitement over the wrecking of 
the train had not yet died down wnt>n 
the strikers had a new sensatit^n ready. 
At about 10 o'clock a fire was started 
among a number of standing Lehigh 
Valley empty freight cars aT)out half 
mile from tha city limits. After the 
deetructian of about twenty-hve cars 
the flames were subdued. The whole 
police reaarre has been ordered on duty 
and fba aitaation ia hourly growing

On August Mr. Warwick went ti 
Xnw York on l)usiMf^s retnriiuiL,' the 
ni'Xt day. lii' complaiiifd when lie got 
back to Washinfrton of an old intestinal 
troubli' which wa.s renewed by the ex- 
cessive hot weather, but he kept up his 
duties and wsis jiresent in the house the 
day before congress adjourned. 

On last Wednesdaj' he was confined to 
his room and his comlition ^ww worse. 
His wife was a constant attendant at his 
bedside. His SI. I). W. K. Warwick, ar- 
rived Saturday. He had a long talk with 
his father, who appreciated tl^iit his con- 
dition was critical. Congressnian War- 
wick wjis conscious ui> to tlu' last mo- 
nieiit. The physicians, Dr. Maker and 
Sowers, did everytiiiiig im^silile, and 
tliiiik tliat his life miKlit have been s.-ived 
liiit fnr the hot weather of last week. 
At his heiUiile duriuK his last munu'iits 
were his wite and oidy son. Dr. Baker, 
and Miss Hutton. wlio is a friend of 
Mrs. Warwick. Sar;;eant at arms Yoder 
wa.s notified, and at once took charge of 
the remains. 

The remains of Congressman War- 
wick will be taken to Massillon, O., his 
late home, today over the Pennsylvania 
road, arrivin;^ at Ma'^-illon at ll:l.-)p. m. 
Funeral services will l)e held Tuesday at 
Ma.ssillon. The following committee 
has been selected to accompany the 
))ody: Senators Brice, of Ohio, and Hill, 
of New York: ( ,'ongressman Hare and 
Donovan, of Ohio, Caruth, of Kentucky: 
Catchinitfs, of Mississippi; Heard, of 
Missouri, and Bynum, of Indiana. 

The b<Kly will be taken to the Epis- 
cxipal church, of which Congressman 
Warwick was a member, and funeral 
services will be held at 1 o'dock Toss- 
day afternoon.

Fa*t Train Wrecked, Kngineer Killed 

mid KIrpiiiaii S**i-ioU!il y liijiiri'tl. 

Pkokia, Ills., Aug. l").— The fa.st train 
on the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, 
due to leave here at 3:20 p. m., was 
fifteen minntee late in departing Satw 
day afternoon. As the tndn shot around 
a curve about Qirsa miles tnm the 
depot, at tha rate ot forty miles an hour, 
the fireat troeks of the locomotive 
jumped the rails, and a momsntlater 
the orain was piled up in a ditch. The 
engine was turned completely around, 
ana is a total wreck. The cars all left 
the track, but were not badly smashed. 

George Bone, married, of Gtelesbnrg, 
engineer, after reversing the engine, was 
caught in the lever, and sustained in- 
juries from which he died shortlf after. 
John Maxwell, fireman, also of Gales- 
burg, jumped after putting on tha air 
brakes,' and thus saving the ,train. He 
was quite hadiy injnrea, one leg being 
broken, besides internal inJories. None 
of the paaseAgers were injorsd, though 
all were badly shaken up and a number 
bruised. It is believed that boys, plac 
ing a spike on the rail to see the engine 
smash it, caused the accident. 

THROUGH A BRIDGE.

CuLUHBUS, O., Aug. 15.— A serious 
freight wreck occurred on the Columbus, 
Hocking Valley and Toledo railroad Fri- 
day night. As northbound freight No. 
6:i was jiassing over a bridge, near 
Logan, the timl)er8 gave way. The en- 
gine had just left the bridge when the 
timbers (aught the cab, currying it, 
with the tank and seventeen oars, to the 
river below. 

Uriah Brown, eiiuiiicer. was badly 
cut about the head anii hiidy; Walter 
Harris, biakeiuHU, >e\eie cut on fure- 
head; Fre<l Moieliead, liremau, bad 
bruises and broken arm. The injured 
men all live at Logan, where they were 
taken. A tramp who esciii)ed says his 
partner is under the wreck. A wreck- 
ing train h as been sent to the soana.

A com- 
mittee repreeenting the engineers, fire- 
men, conductors, wakemen and switch- 
men were in conference with Superin- 
tendent C. V. Merrick at Newell's haU 
all day yesterday discussing a scale of 
wages. Both Mr. Merrick and the com- 
mittee are retiofmt'ai to what took place 
at tlie meeting. It is learned, however, 
that the principal grievance complained 
of is that of keeping tsMiWn oat on the 
road over time without extra pay. 
Should thdr demanda not be granted 
the men will strike.

W.'ksiiiNOTON, Aug. l"). — Assistant 
Secretary Spaulding, who has returned 
from a visit to Eurojie, resumed his 
duties at the treabury department Fri- 
day. He said he had visited London, 
Liverpool, Antwerp, Rotterdam, Ham- 
burg and Bremen, and had obtained 
much valuable information in regard to 
the immigration service. 

He was much pleased with the system 
of inspection of immigrants at the port 
named, and especiallv with the precan- 
tions taken against the introdncnon of 
contagions or infectious disease. 

The principal transatlantic steamship 
companies, he said, put all their steer- 
age passengers through a thorough 
cleansing process before allowing them 
till the vessels. Not only are the immi- 
grants compelled to take a bath in tanks 
specially provided for the purpose, but 
are also' compelled to submit their cloth- 
ing and effects to a thorough disinfec- 
tion. 

General 8paulding said he was satis- 
fied that the regular steamship compa- 
nies are co-operating tfeotively with th" 
local immigrant anuiorities in their ef- 
forts to keep out all clsBSSB of Undesira- 
ble immigrants, and that they are 
especially vigilant at the p r es e nt tune to 
prevent ute shipment of persons or goods 
from all cholera infectea districts. 

In (reneral ^paulding's opinion the 
))rincii>al obstacle to the enforcement of 
the immigration laws is the peripatetic 
tramp stumer, and it will oe his con 
stant endeavor, he said, to bring this 
class of vessels under the same system 
of inspeotttm at the foreign ports as that 
practiced by tiie regular passenger 
steamers. 

He thought that the existing laws 
were sufficient for the purpose, ami he 
proposed to prepare regulations at once 
witn a view of remedjrUig existing evils 
so far as possible. General Spauldiii»; 
said he had devoted his entire time to 
the study of the immigration question, 
and had had no time for the considera- 
tion of the other matters he had origi- 
nally intended to investigate. 

A TERRIBLE TUMBI 

A Fnrnaee Man Fall* 130 Foot and la 
Fatallj Hnrt. 

Columbus, O., Aug. 15.— Thomas 
Welch was brought in from Stenben- 

ville Saturday iii.Ljlit in a critical condi- 
tion, and was conveyed to St. Francis 
hosjiital. He was brijught in on a 
stretcher in a terribly broken and 
bruised condition, and was accompanied 
by Dr. E. E. Erskine, of SteuU-nville, 
who gave the reporter the following ac- 
count of his injuries and the maimer in 
which they were received; Welch, who 
is a single man, aged twenty-four, was 
working on toi^f the cupola of the 
Jeffersonville iron furnace on the night 
shift. 

At 8 o'clock Friday morning he fell a 
distance of 1}0 feet to the ground, frac- 
turing both thigh bones. The bones of 
both legs were also broken just alxive 
the knee, a id protruded through the 
flesh a distance oi three inches. He re- 
ceived a terrible gash in the head, com- 
mencing back of the left eye, laying the 
fleeh open to the skull. Death may re- 
lieve him of his sufferings before morn- 
ing. _

BIO LOSS IN NEW ORLBANa 



Nearly a HUIluu Uollare' Worth of Prop- 
erty Ooetreyetf— BaMre Sqaaro Banod. 
A 0olora4o Town Wiped Oat of aslst- 

enoe— Other Fire LoMen.* 

New Omi.kvns, Aug. I".. At U):3( 
o'clock Sunday morning fire broke out 
in the Brooklyn COoperage company's 
works, occupying the square bounded by 
Thalia, Erator, Peters and the levee. 
The flames were discoverecl in the 
ground floor, but the fire had U'en burn- 
ing for half an hour before the idann 
was sounded. In two hours the whole 
structure was a mass of ruins. 

The building was property of ths 
Brooklyn cooperage works, an auxiliary 
of the American Sugar Refining com- 
pany, and cost $750,000. It was thor- 
oughly equijiped with the most improved 
machinery and contained a large stock 
which was also destroyed. The building 
and machinery was insured for |;:tOO,000, 
largely in New York companies. The 
stock was valued at $100,000 and was 
partly insured in local companies. 

The same building narrowly escaped 
being destroyed at the time of the big 
cotton press fire last March. Several 
buildings adjoining the cooperage took 
fire but Uie flames were ezUngnisned. . 

Tom Murphy and James Scullv, two 
firemen, were seriouslv injured bv the 
falling wall.

Their trannc yells of "let her go" 
and "good, good,*^ were evidencea of 
how mn(di thev were concerned in tha 
institutions misfortune, but a few were 
(inlet at the sight of ofHcen and loadad 
rifles. The total amonnt ol insnranfia ia 
only $17,000.

Cohi,, Aug. 1.').— The en- 
tire town of Red Mountain a lively min- 
ing camp, a short distance from here 
was wipw out by a fire yesterday. Sixty 
buildings were destroyed, including 
stamp mills, ore shatt houses of a num- 
l)tir of mines in the place, all the busi- 
ness houses and many residences.

the remains from Valparaiso. 

Afterw^ards Dr. Mac(iregor delivered 
the burial stnnon. A last salute was 
then tired by a party of marines from 
the Lieague Island navy yard. It wa.5 
nearly 7 o'clock when the services were 
conclndt'd. The ^'rave was lined with 
evergreens, and at the head w;is an ele- 
gant tioral otferiiiif repre>ieiitin>;: a 
broken column, witli the iIl^(•l iption.
